EDITOR O’BRIEN MOBBED.

Attacked by Roughs as he Started
Out for a Walk

STONES HURLED AT HIM. |;

A Reporter Struck and
Knocked Senseless.

O'Briea Tarued to the Mod and Sheuted,

ToroNTO, May 18.—It was the original in-
tontion of Mr, O'Brion to leave Toronto for Ot-
tawa to-night at B o'clock, but ha finally de-
elded not to go untll to-morrow morning.
Vague rumors wore In clroulation all day to
the effect that Mr. O'Brien would bo mobbed
when ho left the town. A large crowd of roughs
onllocted in front of tho Rossin House at 7
o'cloek, and began hooting, evidently lying In
wait for O'Brien, when he should come from
tho hotel, as was expectod, to toke the train,
0'Brien pald no attention to thom, and at #:30
o'clock left the hotel by the York street door
to take & walk around the square and
& breath of fresh air. He was naccom-
panied by Willlam Mulligan and D, P, Cahill
of the National League, and by the New York
correwpondents, The crowd groaned and
hissed with vehemence, and gathered around
O’'Brien, The mob continually incressed in
numbers, and the {mprecations and threats of
violence agalnst O'Brion becamo more and
moro savago, O'Brion turned into Kings
street, which bounds the Rossin House on
the north, and walked down a bloek to Bay
streot. He startod down Bay street to the
south. About half-way down tho street the
mob surged around him and pressed him to
the side of a brick bullding adjoining the side-
walk. He cried, excitedly, * Boys. this 18 not
fair.” Three pollcemen, who had boen follow-
ing him from u distance, then pushod through
the crowd, and managed to extrioate him, He
wont down the street, with the policemon In
his rear, the mob still incronsing in numbers
and violence,

At the corner of Wellington street, which
forms tho south side of the square around
which O'Brien was walking, a fight attracted
the attontion of the polica and they ran off,
leaving O'Brien unprotected. Instantly mis-
ellea bogun to be thrown, A rotten egg struck
Trosident Mulligan In the back, and stones be-
gun to strike the housea befors which O'Brion
was wilking, one of which knockad off his hat,
Ho pioked the hat up, and held it 8o ns to pro-
toct his head as much as possible. Then ho {n-
crensed his pace up Wellington stroet, and &
porfect hall of stones, rotten eggs. stinks, and
sll sorts of missllea followed. J,"U. Wall, tho
Associated Press reporter, wos struck in the
hawl with a stono and knocked down senseloas,
He recovered in an moment, and erawlad into
a littlo alley ealled Johnson's lane, O'Brion
turned to the mob and eried:

“You dogs, don't vou sao wo are unarmed
men ¥"

His ¢rv was answered by a ahower of stones
and brickbais, THen hie started torun. The
street was unlighted, and O'Brien {8 80 near
sighted as to be almost blind In tho dark. He
tried to get Into Bharp's jewelry shop, but the
door was locked. Btones smashed the shop
windows while o wns trying the door., Then
he ran Into Thomas Lalor's bleyele shop, which
I8 next door to the lnundry, President Mulligan
was with him., They ran through the shop,
ovorturning the bieycles, and trampling upon
thom. The mob did not follow them immedi-
atoly, but remained outside the store, smash-
Ing the windows, and uttering the most horri-
bla eries. They yollad: “To hell with the
Pope!" ' Bum O'Brien!" “Hanghim)" “Eill
tho traitor!”
